SUBJECT: Analysis of Motor Carrier Fees Charged By The Several States For 
Regulatory Purposes. 

In accordance with your instructions, an analysis of motor carrier 
fees charged by the several states for regulatory purposes has been prepared 
and is submitted hcrewith in summary form. 

From correspondence with transportation organizations, it is believed. 
that this report is the first analysis of motor carrier regulatory foes, as 
distinguished from studies of highway motor vehicle taxation, in the United 
States. Although this analysis is limited to fees set forth in the motor 
carrier laws or rules and regulations of commissions, I believe that the 
results will be useful to persons, legislatures, or oc albeit interested 
in transportation problems. Numerous requests have already been received from 
various agencies throughout the United States for copies of the results of 
such @ study.

INTRODUCTION 

The object of the present investigation is to determine what foes are 
assessed by the various states against motor vchicle carriers of passengers 
and property for regulatory purposes and to discover whether any uniformity of 
fees exists throughout the United States. Through correspondence with other 
state commissions and with motor carrier associations, ten been found that 
no such analysis of motor carrier regulatory feos is available and that ddauones 
organizations other than this Department are interested in the results of such 
a study. This is especially true in view of the fact that many state legisla- 
tures, which convene in a short time, will be dealing with this subject. It is 
felt, therefore, that the present analysis serves a timely and useful purpose. 

Since tho enalysis is national in scope, an attompt has been made to 
secure the latest information from all states, Most states furnished their 
complete motor carrier laws, rules and regulations, although the material sent 
by a few was vague or incomplete, The replies of is states contained no in~ 
formation relating to fecs. Dclaware has no regulatory commission and no 
motor vehicle regulations except those contained in tho motor vehicle laws, 
New Jersoy has no jurisdiction over motor truck carricrs and the bus regula- 
tions contain no provision with rospoct to feces. 

In this report types of fecs and disposition of foes will be briefly 
discussed in tho text which will be followed by tables containing more detailed 


analyses. It should be kept in mind that only principal types of fees can be 
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summarized and that sometimes there are modifications, reservations, or minor 
differences which must be overlooked, although the more important qualifications © 
are mentioned in footnotes, There is also a groat deal of difference in phrase- 
ology and nomenclature between the various states so that Het oh Lt 4s dipiLvenls 
to determine the exact classification of a fee. This ambiguity undoubtedly 
causos a cortain amount of irrogularity in classification. Howover, this 
irregularity is not so marked as to atte ct the genoral accuracy of tho study. 
mentioned in the motor carricr laws, rules and regulations of the states . Thus 
a few of the types (such as penalty and socurities foes), which might be in the 
genoral laws of some of the states, arc probably incomplete, However, in all 
cases sufficient data are included to show the trend as to sizo and construction 
of the foe, 
SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 

Although the entire anelysis has becn made as brief as practicable, 
certain points should be emphasized at this time, 

One of the most outstanding facts revealed by the study is the lack 
of standardization between the states us to nomenclature, definitions, types of 
fee employed, size of individual fees, or method of application. For example, 
17 distinct classes of fees are in use, including a miscellaneous group. It. 
would seem that this subject should be given more attention by national and 
state associations. States assessing new fees might make an effort to utilize 
those already in effect in other states. Simplification of needlessly complex 
fees should ease the burdens of administration, as well as the burden of comput- 
ing and reporting imposed on transportation companies, The latter must be 
especially onerous to compenies with interstate operations. While it is improb- 


able that all states would find it desirable to levy the same types of fee, 
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standardization of definitions, size of individual fees, and methods of appli- 
cation should be possible, 

The use of the mileage fee (by 16 pabaerarher than the gross revenue 
fee (8 states) for the production of comparable revenues is another fact worthy 
of mention. Evidently the states are testing the mileage tax as a practical way 
of overcoming the principal weakness of the gross revenue fee, namely; inability 
of the small trucker to keep detailed technical accounting records. It should be 
pointed out, however, that this tax also has objectionable features such as the 
necessity for tamper-proof speedometers,. 

With motor carrier fees, as with regulatory fees in generel, the qaene 
is apparently toward finer breakdowns, in order that each type of regulctory 
activity may be self-supporting. This practice obviously tends to increase 
administration expense, but on the other hand it also tends to produce a more 
equitable distribution of regulatory costs. 

TYPES OF FEES 
Regulatory fees applicable to motor carrier regulation have been classi~ 
fied into 17 principal groups» In the order of their importance these are 
shown in the following table, with the number of states which utilize each fee:

It is interesting that only eight states attempt to apply gross revenue fees 


to motor vehicle transportation, Other states undoubtedly attempt to secure 
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comparable revenues by employing mileege fees, since only two states levy both 
types of fee. . 

From the trble below, it will be seen that five types of fees are 
levied by nine states, and four types by nine other states, forming the two 
lergest groups:- |

This gives a perspective of the extent to which the fees set forth in Table I, 
page 6, are utilized by the various stetes and the District of Columbia. 
Applicction Fees 

In 35 states, every application for a certificate or permit must be 
accompanied by an application fee. This type of fee is used by more states than 
is any other type. The amounts charged are by no means uniform, since they 
vary from $5.00 to $50.00 for certificrtes of public convenience and necessity, 
from $2,00 per vehicle to a flat sum of $50,00 for contract carrier permits, 
ond from $2.50 per vehicle to a flat fee of $25.00 for common carrier peel 
Only three states charge for private carrier permits, namely; Oregon, $2.50 
per vehicle; Colorado, $5.00; and Oklahoma, $25.00, although this state allows 
numerous exemptions.

From this table, it will be noted thet $25,00, charged by twelve states, is the 
foe most often used for common carrier certificctes of public convenience and 
necessity, clthough six st-tos cherge $50,00,. The foe of $10.00, used by eight 
states, is the most common chargo for contract eccrrier permits; howoevor, three 
stctes charge $25.00 and one state charges $50.00. (See Teble II, page 18). 
Ponalty Foos 

Penalty feos embrace all foss that may be assessed against oporators 
or their drivers as a result of infractions of the regulatory acts of the vcrious 
states, or of tho rules, reguletions, and orders issuod thoreunder. 

Usuclly the penaltics falling in this category sre rather brond in 
scope, and cover numcrous offenses not spocificclly enumercted, although some 
infractions are singled out for special attention, According to their motor 
carrior laws, rules and regulations, ponalties cro assessed by 33 states; how- 
ever, it is prob: blo thet, as in the ense of other foes which might cpply to all 
types of regulation, penalties imposed by some of the romeining stetes are - 


cnumeratcd in the gonernl regulatory lows which are not coverod by this study. 
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Ponalty foes are standardized to a higher dogree than other typos 
which will be considered;.oeg., six stctes assoss c penalty fen O71 Lew per 
cent per month for non-payment of dolinquent focs and taxess, In 22 states 
& prison sentence may bo imposed upon Werondbee. Botwoon limits sot by law, 
commissions are usually allowed to use their discretion in imposing sentences 
or assessing finos.. The lower limits of the fines which msy bo levicd range 
from nothing to $100.00, with $25.00 being most froquontly imposod. Upper limits 
start at $100.00, and range up to $5,000.00, with $100.00, $500.00, and $1,000.00 
limits occurring most ofton, In two instances the fine applies each dry thet 


the offense continues, (Sce Tablo file page 19%) 


Zransfor Foes 

Transfer foes, as dofined in this analysis, include the fecs derived 
from the transfor, assignment, lease, mortgege, or sale of cortificates of 
public convenience and necessity, or permits of motor carricrs. Fees from the 
transfer of identificstion plates are also included in this category. 

Twenty one states levy transfer fees. The fee usually charged for 
transferring a certificate of public convenience and necessity is $25.00, 
although several states charge only $5.00 and California assesses a $50.00 fee. 
Most permit transfers (five states) cost $5.00; however, two states charge 
$25.00 while, contrastingly, three states levy only a $1.00 fee, Table IV, 


page 20, shows in detail the transfer fees charged by the various states. 


Copies of Records 
Nineteen states charge varying sums for copies of records. In eight 
states a fee is charged for certified copies of the annusl report of the 
commission; this fee is $1.50 in five states, $3.00 in two states, and $1.00 


in one state. The charge for affixing a seal, levied in nine states, is 25 
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cents in one state; $1.00 in six states; and $2.00 in two states, For certi- 
fied copies of records five states charge a rate per hundred words or fraction 
hereof, amounting to 15 cents in four states and 20 cents in one state. Rates 
for uncertificd copies, charged by nine stcetes, for one hundred words or less, 
are 10 cents for four stetes, 15 cents for three, and 20 cents for two states, 
Several states also charge minimum sums for transcripts and other records, rang- 
ing from 25 cents to $5.00. Other charges are shown in Table V, page 21, 

The truck fee classification includes all truck fees having the nature 
of license fees but which are too large to merely defray the cost of licensing 
and, therefore, are apparently for the purpose of securing regulatory revenue. 
Small fees for the former purpose have been included undor the license fee 
classification. The dividing line has been token as $5.00 except in those few 
instances where 2 larger amount has been specificclly designated as a license 
fee in the rules and rogulations, 

Revonus-producing truck fees of this nature are applied by sixtecn 
stctes. The onnucl lump-sum fees vary from $5.00 for Iowa to $50.00 for

Alabama. Eight states utilizo the lump-sum fec, while th 
based on graduated truck weights, The Ictter range from a low of $25.00 for 
smell trucks to a high cf $400.00 for large trucks.

Bus Fees, 

All fees relating to busses which appocr to be primarily revenue fees, 
as differentiated from a foe merely large onough to defray the cost of a.license 
or registration, have been classifiod as "bus fecs". This type docs not include 


mileage and other fees which may be levied egainst busses. Fifteen stntes lovy 


fees which foll in this category. Of these states, six omploy a graduated feo 
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based on the passonger carrying capacity of the bus... The greduated annual 
focs range from $5.00 to $40.00 for busses carrying soven passongers or less, 
with $25.00 approximating a roprosentstivo averagos. . Since each state hes its 
own systom of size classific: tion, there is a lack of uniformity betwocn tho 
various stops. Speaking approximately, it mey be said that the foc for busses 
with n senting capacity of more than 24 passengors varies from $7.50 in West 


Virginic. to $230.00 in Ohio, Tho annucl foe charged by Ohio is quoted dolow:

Combination Bus and Truck Feos 

Combination bus and truck feos apply to motor vehiclos used for the 
transportation of both ne and proporty. 

Alabama has a combination freight and passonger feo based upon the 
servico which is yiclding the highest revonuc. Novads charges a minimum 
frcight feo of $50.00 per vehicle, with $20.00 additionel for freight over five 
hundred pounds, plus a minimum passenger foo of $10,00 per vehicle, After tho 
minimum is passed, Novada assesses an additional freight charge of $1.50 per 
100 pounds of unladen weight up to 18,000 pounds plus $2.50 per 100 pounds . 
unladen weight in excess of 18,000 pounds. 

Mileage Fees 

Milocge foes, as classified in this invostigetion embraco all foes 
assessed against motor carriors that arc based on the distanco traveled, These 
foes arc, in most. states, further broken down into woight classificetions or 


soating capacity schedules. 
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Milonge foos are charged by sixtccn statos. In most instrnces the 
feo is graduated on the basis of weight for proporty carriors and on the basis 
of senting caprcity for passenger carricrs, clthough three states also omploy 
gross woight as tho basis for tho latter fec. Uniformity oxists in tho applica= 
tion of the mileage foo in that, as a rule, a graduated foe is. utilized and 
thet the foo itsclf is based on the iden of a ton-mile or passengoremilc charge. 
Beyond this point the similarity ceases, as thore is little uniformity botweon 
the various stctes in oithor tho sizo of tho graduations upon which tho feo 
is based, the amount of the foe itself, or in tho method of measuring the ton- 
mile or the passengere-milo, except that the tonnage or passenger capacity rather 
than actual tons or passengers carricd is usually employed as a base. For 
examplo, picking 11 stctes ot random, « threo ton truck would be charged from 1 
4o 20.1 mille por milo. (See Table VIII, pago 24.) 

Foes range from as low ns 0,5 mills per milo for small trucks to -as 
high as 60 mills por mile for largo trucks. On passonger carriers thc range 
bogins at 1 mill per mile for small busses ond ends at 30 mills por milo for 
large busscese Some statos provide a flat minimum milecge fee ee may be 
croditod against the actual milonge foes payable if in excess of the minimum, 
and at least one stato, Wisconsin, offers the carriors on optional schedule of 
flat foes which thoy may cloect to pay instend of the Mileage fece 

License Fee 

According to tho motor carrier rules end regulations of the various 
states, clovon states charge license foes, It cannot definitely be said that 
these foecs are used for spocinl identification pletes for regulatory purposes. 
This is a reasonable assumption, however, since tho foe requirement appears in 


the motor carrier rather then the motor vehicle rules, Of the cleven states, 
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Utah's 25 cont foo is lowest, end Connocticut's $10.00 motor carrier liccnse 
por vehicle plus $1.00 plate foo is the highest, Six states charge a $1.00 
plate fee and two states charge $2,00. Wisconsin licenses private carriers, 
with a gross weight of less than 8,000 pounds, at $1.00, while private carriers 
over this weight must pay two dollars, A more detailed summary of license fees 


may be found in Table IX, page 26. 


Gross Revenue Fees 

Only eight states mention gross revenue fees in their motor carrier 
laws, rules or regulations. In contrast to this mileage taxes are used by 
sixteen states to secure comparable revenues. | 

As shown in detail by Table X, page 26, two stntes, Alabama and 
Louisiana, charge a graduated fee per $1,000 of gross revenue; the percentege 
decreases as the gross revenue of a carrier increases. Louisiana charges 
from 0.20 of 1 per cent to 0.075 of 1 per cent, while in Alabama the fee ranges 
from 0.25 of 1 per cent to 0.15 of 1 per cent. The fees of other states are as 
follows: California, 0.25 of 1 per cent; Montana, 0.5 of 1 per cent; Idaho, 
1 per cent; Washington, 1 per cent; North Caroline, 6 per cent; Oregon, 6 per cent 

(optional in lieu of mileage fee). Severel of the states also provide for 


minimum and maximum charges. 


Ten states provide means for recovering the cost of investigeting 
applications for the issuance of securities by motor carriers through the assess-= 
ment of securities fees. Hight of these states employ cither a minimum charge 
or a filing fee, as follows: Three states charge $10.00; four, $25.00; and 
one, $35.00, The securities fee proper is usually graduated according to the 


size of the issue and is based either on a charge per $1,000 of issue or 
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upon a flat rate. Arizona, Californian, Missouri, and Oregon charge, $1.00, 
$0.50, and $0.25 per $1,000 of issue for the first $1,000,000, the noxt 
$9,000,000, and ell over this amount respectivoly. Pennsylvenic. and Illinois 
both charge c flat fee of $1400 por $1,000 of issue. Fees assessed by the 
remaining two states, Kansas and New York, are substantially higher than those 
previously mentioned, and the graduated senale is differents; esg., the Kansas 
feo is $25400, $50.00, $100.00, and $25.00 for the first $100,000, the next 
$400,000, the next $500,000, and Fox each addition:.1 $1,000,000 security 

issuc respectively. The different securities fees are shown in detcil in 


Table XI, page 27. 


Duplicote Cortificate Fees 
Bignt states levy duplicate certificate fees, The fee is $3,00 in 
Alabama; Mississippi, North Dakota, Virginia, and in Washington. New Hamp- 


shire charges only $2.00; and North Cerolinn hes 2 minimum fee of $1.00, the 


maximum being dependent on the number of words copieds 


Dupliccte Permit Hoes 
Only four stetes charge duplicete permit feos, namely: Idaho, $3.00; 


North Dakota, $3400; Washington, $2.00; and West Virginin, $1500. 


Six stetes charge fees for filing annuol reports, tariffs, time-schedule 
certificates of convenience and necessity, appliccetions to consolidate; approvals 
of exerceiso of franchise, etc. The fees range from $2,00 to $15.00, Four | 
stctes assess 2 $5,00 foe for the filing of annucl reports. Other filing fees 


are shown in Table XII, page 28,

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Four states have laws allowing the cost of special investigations 
of motor carriers of persons or property to be assessed against the 
carrier investigated. No limitation as to the amount to be assessed was 
mentioned in available laws or rules and regulations relating to Indiana 
or Michigan. With the exception of commissioners' salaries, and of fees 
of experts in other than rate cases, New Hampshire charges all expenses 
against the service company, to a limit of 1/2 of 1 per cent of the 
existing valuation. It is noteworthy that in the latter case the percent- 
age is based on valuation rather than gross revenue, New York on the other 

hand charges expenses to a limit of 1/2 of 1 per cent of yesrly intra- 
state gross revenues. However, any unpaid balance over this limit draws 
interest at the rate of six per cent payable to the state the following 


years 
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Miscolleneous Foes 
Miscollaneous fecs of various types, cll or part of which are recoived 
by regulatory commissions, have been grouped in Table XIII, page 29. Included 
in this category are foes for the abcndonment of service ($10.00 in one stoto, 
cnd $25.00 in another), omorgency transport-tion scrvicc, towing, and incorpora= 
tion. Tho towing foc, charged by three states, applies to the so-called 
"caravanning" or "convoying" of cars in lieu of shipment by freight. Other feces 


in tho t-blo are solf-oxplanatory. 


DISPOSITION OF FEES 
From the information available, the disposition of focs for 211 states 

could not be determined. However, deta relating to 30 stotes have bocn nonies 
pilod in Table XIV, page 30. This table shows that at least 17 of tho 30 

state regulatory commissions recoive 100 per cent of the proceeds from the 
articular fees listed for thom, The commissions which do not recoive 100 

per cont are New Mexico, 50 per cent; Michigan, 40 por cent; Utah, 25 per cent; 
Colorado, 20 per cont; Florida, 10 por cont; and Alabama, 10 por cont. In some 
states tho roguletory fund is cumulative, while in otnors any balance roverts 
to other funds. It should be kept in mind that states dividing revonue betwoen 
highwey construction and regulation must ndcossardly have a highcr level for 


a given fee than states in which oll tho prococds of the foe go to regulctione
